This paper is in response to the Office Action mailed October 28, 2005. 

The Examiner indicated that the Reissue Declaration is defective because it fails to contain 
the statement as to Patentees' belief that the original patent is wholly or partly inoperative or invalid. 
However, this assertion by the Examiner is incorrect because the Reissue Declaration filed October 
6, 2005 includes the statement "I verily believe that the above original patent is partly inoperative 
by reason of claiming more or less than I had a right to claim." See page 1 of the Reissue 
Declaration filed October 6, 2005, first line below the table of foreign priority documents. 

The Examiner also apparently indicates that no statement has been made on the record that 
the original patent has been surrendered. However, as indicated on page 4 of the Amendment filed 
"March 17, 2003, "the original patent was surrendered to the PTO on July 18, 2001 in the parent 
'application of the present application." 

In view of the above, it appears that the application is in condition for allowance.
